Toa Boughton , Mother to the Lady 
Younz, was burned April 28. 1494. (and 
in the ninth year of King Hex. 7. King 
of England) in Smithfield, for holding of 
Wickl'f's Opinions, from which all the 
Doors in Loxdor could not turn her : And 
| being told that ſhe ſhould be burnt, ſhe 
defied them, ſaying, She was fo beloved 
bf God and his holy Angels, that ſhe paſ- 
\. ſed notforthe fire; and inthe midſt of it 

Kee cryed to God to take her Soul into his 
© holy hands. p. 18. 


_ _ Agnes Bongeor, one of 10 priſoners at 
Colcheſter, who with another Woman, 
one Margaret Thurſton , was not execu- 
ted with the other 8, becauſe of the 
miſtake of her name in the Writ, being 
there written Bowyer. inſtead of Bongeor ; 
which miſtake cauſed much ſorrow to the 
poor woman, who was thereupon dejetted 
even almoſt to deſpair, becauſe ſhe was 
left and the relt taken and burnt, as if God 
did not think her worthy of that honour; 
in order to the receiving of which, ſhe had 
diſpoſed of a ſucking Child that morning 
fo another Nurſe, and had habited her ſelf 
fit for the fire : But at laſt with much 
endeavors ſhe was comforted by a Friend's 
propoſing 'the inſtance of Abraham, whoſe 
will in offering his Son was by God ac- 
cepted, as if 1/aac had been crideed: and 
{o her deſire to have offered up her ſelf, 
had God pleaſed; and alſo the real offer 
of her Child, diſpoſed of already to ano- 
ther. Nurſe, in order to her ſelf bein 
burnt, might be acceptable before God. 
And ſhe being thus comforted in due time, 
September 17.1557. Was alſo with the ſaid

ded her Letters with pro pray, pray. She | 


was racked till almoſt dead, to diſcover 
her Confederates, but ſhe would not; then 
was ſhe by flattery tempted, but was not 
ſo won to deny - her Faith, but faid ſhe 
would rather burn then deny it.In Newgate 
before ſhe ſuffered ſhe made a Confe(hion 
of her Faith, clearing her ſelf from Er- 
rors, and proving her ſelf a Chriſtian ; and 


then prayed for ſupport againſt the malice 


of her Enemies, that they might not over- 
come her; and that God would pardon 
their ſins, and open their Eyes and Hearts 
to do what God pleaſed, and to ſet- forth 
his Truth without Errour. She was of a 
Family that ſhe might have lived in great 
wealth and proſperity, if ſhe had loved the 
world more then Chriſt, but ſhe being con- 
ſtant, was at laſt (being unable to 80 by 
reaſon of her racking) broughr in a Chair 
to Smithfield, and there chained to a Stake, 
when Wriftey then Lord Chancellor ſent 
her pardon, and bade her recant; bat ſhe re- 
fuſed to look once on them, and ſaid ſhe came 
not thither to deny her Lord and Maſter ; 
and ſo was burned in Tune 1546. with whom 
ſuffered alſo Fohn Lacels, John Adams, and 
Nicholas Belenian,which three men. though 
couragious before, yet by her Exhorta- 
tion and Example were emboldened, 
and received greater comfort. p. 9. 


Apollinia an ancient Virgin, under 
the Seventh perſecution, having her Teeth 
daſhed out, and being threatned to be caſt 
intoa great fire made before her, unleſs 
ſhe would blaſpheme with them, and 
deny Chriſt ; ſhe pfuſed a while, and ſud- 
yes leaped into the fire,and was burned.

Blandina , a Woman under the fourth 
mga was ſo tormented, that the 

ormentors for wearineſs gave her cver, 
admiring at her ſtrength and courage; 
who became ſtronger and ſtronger ; and as 
oft as ſhe ſpake theſe words, I am aChriſtian, 
neither have we done any evil, it was a mar- 
vellous comfort, pre emboldened her to 
abide the Torments. She afterwards was 


taſtned: to a Stake, and caſt to ravening 


| Beaſts,but no Beaſt would come near her ; 
{o the perſecutors took her down, and laid 
herin priſon till another time. At lengthſhe 
was put ina Net, and caſt to the wild 
Bull, and after ſhe was ſufficiently gored- 
with his Horns ſhefelt nothing of -pain, 
but was thus ſlain ; of whom the very per- 
ſecutors ſaid, Never Woman was put to 
death of them that ſuffered ſo much as 
ſhe did. p. 17. 

Agnes a Virgin of Rome, in the Tenth 
Perſecution, of Noble Parentage, before 
ſhe was marriageable ſhe was dedicated to 
Chriſt,and boldly refiſted thewickedEdiCts 
of the Emperor, who by fair and foul ways 
tryed to induce her tq renounce her Faith, 
yet ſhe remained conſtant and couragit- 
ous,and offered her body to ſuffer uy tor- 
ment or pain,not refuſing to ſuffer whatſo- 
ever it ſhould be, though death it ſelf: But 
the Tyrant threatned to expoſe her Cha- 
ſtity to danger,by ſending her to theStews, 
ualeſs ſhe Goald ask Minerva Pardon. 
Whereupon ſhe. inveighed againſt Mzxer- 
va, and laid, Chriſt is not ſo forgetful of thoſe 
that are his,that he willſuffer violently to be ta- 
ken from them their golden and pure Chaſtity. 
Thou ſhalt, ſaith ſhe, bathe thy Sword in my 
| blood if thou wilt, but thou ſhalt not defile my 
body with filthy luſt, for any thing thou canſt 
do. After which the Tyrant commanded 
her to be ſet naked in the open Street, 
where Strumpets uſed to be ſet, to the 
ſhame of himſelf and all preſent, who 
went from her; & ſhe returned God thanks 
for this deliverance of her Chaſtity 
And an Executioner being ſent to kill her, 
ſhe willingly met him and prayed, O God 
wvouchſafe to open Heavens Gates, once ſhut 
up againſt all the Inhabitants of the Earth: ; 
and receive, O Chriſt, my ſoul that ſeeketh 
thee.
